And  whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  “  Village  Mu¬ 
nicipalities  Act  ”  that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  may  from  time  to  time  recall  any  Letters 
Patent  issued  under  the  said  Act,  and  may  issue  in 
their  place  Letters  Patent  varying  in  whole  or  in 
part  from  the  Letters  Patent  so  recalled,  care  being 
taken  in  every  case  to  preserve  all  existing  obliga¬ 
tions  of  the  village  municipality:

3.  The  provisions  contained  in  the  Schedule  to 
the  “  Village  Municipalities  Act  ”  shall  apply  to 
the  said  village  municipality. 

4.  Nothing  contained  in  these  Letters  Patent  or 
in  the  Order  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
shall  impair  or  affect  the  rights  of  any  creditor  of 
The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Fruitvale  as 
incorporated  under  the  former  Letters  Patent,  and 
The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Fruitvale  as  in¬ 
corporated  under  these  Letters  Patent  shall  be  liable 
for  and  subject  to  and  shall  pay,  discharge,  carry 
out,  and  perform  all  the  debts,  liabilities,  obliga¬ 
tions,  contracts,  and  duties  of  The  Corporation  of 
the  Village  of  Fruitvale  which  are  existing  at  the 
date  hereof. 

5.  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Fruitvale 
shall  have  all  the  rights  and  benefits,  as  against  all 
persons,  that  would  have  accrued  had  not  the 
former  Letters  Patent  been  recalled,  and  shall 
assume  all  the  liabilities  and  obligations  as  well  as 
be  possessed  of  all  the  assets  and  rights  arising 
however  and  belonging  to  or  accruing  to  the  said 
village  prior  to  the  recall  of  the  former  Letters 
Patent,  not  only  in  accordance  with  the  “Village 
Municipalities  Act  ”  but  in  accordance  with  any 
other  Statute  or  law. 

6.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Fruitvale  who 
are  in  office  at  the  date  hereof  shall  continue  to 
constitute  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  their 
term  of  office  shall  not  be  in  any  way  affected  by 
the  recall  of  the  former  Letters  Patent  and  the 
substitution  of  these  Letters  Patent.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,

AMENDMENTS  TO  REGULATIONS  GOV¬ 
ERNING  CREAMERIES  AND  DAIRIES 

Regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  “  Creameries  and  Dairies  Regulation  Act,” 
chapter  80  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1948,”  and  amendments  thereto,  are 
amended  by:  — 

1.  Adding  to  section  1,  as  subsections  (c),  (cl), 
(e),  (/),  (g),  ( h ),  and  (/),  the  following: — 

“(c)  ‘Butter’  is  the  substance  made  from  milk 
or  cream  by  churning: 

“(cl)  4  Creamery  butter’  means  butter  manufac¬ 
tured  in  a  creamery  or  dairy,  except  a  dairy 
operated  by  an  individual  dairy-farmer  on 
a  farm: 

“(c)  4  Dairy  butter  ’  means  butter  made  on  a 
farm  or  other  place  not  licensed  or  ap¬ 
proved  as  a  creamery: 

“(/)  4  Ice-cream  mix  ’  means  the  unfrozen  prod¬ 
uct  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream: 

“(g)  ‘  Whey  butter  ’  is  butter  made  from  milk- 
fat  and  other  solids  which  may  be  re¬ 
covered  from  whey: 

44 (h)  ‘Dry  skimmed  milk’  means  dry  skimmed 
milk,  powdered  skimmed  milk,  or  skimmed- 
milk  powder  intended  for  human  consump¬ 
tion: 

“(i)  4  Renovated  butter’  or  4  process  butter’ 
means  butter  that  has  been  melted,  clari¬ 
fied,  or  refined  in  any  way  and  remanufac¬ 
tured  into  butter.” 

2.  Deleting  subsection  (b)  of  section  12,  and 
substituting  therefor  as  subsection  (b)  the  follow¬ 
ing: — 

44 (b)  Keep  accurate  copies  of  records  of  all 
tests  made  by  him  of  the  milk  or  cream 
received  or  purchased  by  the  creamery  or 
dairy  and  submit  such  copies  to  a  Dairy 
Inspector  for  scrutiny  by  him  when  re¬ 
quired.” 

3.  Renumbering  section  21  as  21  (a),  and  adding 
the  following  as  21  (b) : — 

44  2  1  .  (b)  No  person  shall  pasteurize  milk  to  be 
sold  for  human  consumption  unless  he  has  satisfied 
the  Dairy  Commissioner  as  to  his  qualifications  to 
do  so.  Persons  holding  subsisting  pasteurizer 
operators’  certificates  shall  be  deemed  to  be  quali¬ 
fied  under  this  section.” 

Adding  the  following  sections  as  sections  35  to 
70,  inclusive: — 

“  35.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any 
non-dairy  product  under  any  name  or  trade-name 
commonly  used  to  designate  a  dairy  product  regard¬ 
less  of  the  spelling  of  such  name  or  trade-name. 

44  36.  (a)  No  person  shall  make  any  false,  mis¬ 
leading,  or  exaggerated  claim  regarding  any  dairy 
product  either  in  an  advertisement  or  on  a  con¬ 
tainer  or  wrapper. 

44 (b)  No  person  shall  represent  any  dairy  prod¬ 
uct  as  being  of  a  grade  other  than  the  true  grade 
according  to  standards  set  by  these  regulations. 

44  37.  Except  where  dairy  products  are  made  and 
consumed  on  a  dairy-farm  or  in  a  private  residence, 
no  person  shall  manufacture,  offer,  sell,  or  have  in 
possession  for  sale  any  dairy  product  for  which 
standards  are  prescribed  by  these  regulations,  which 
does  not  conform  to  such  standards. 


“  38.  A  Dairy  Inspector  appointed  under  section

Act  ’  may  weigh  and  grade  dairy  products  according 
to  standards  set  forth  in  these  regulations,  and  he 
may  take  samples  for  the  purpose  of  analysis.

“(iii)  The  moisture  is  well  incorporated: 

“(iv)  The  colour  is  true  and  even  and  is  of  a 
desirable  shade: 

“(v)  The  salt  is  all  dissolved;  and 
“(vi)  It  is  packed  in  clean  new  boxes  which  are 
neatly  branded,  cleanly  lined,  solidly 
packed,  and  neatly  finished. 

“(b)  Canada  Second  Grade  creamery  butter  is 
creamery  butter  that  does  not  qualify  for  Canada 
First  Grade,  contains  not  more  than  sixteen  per 
cent  water,  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent  milk-fat 
and  no  fat  other  than  that  of  milk,  has  a  minimum 
total  score  of  eighty-seven  and  a  minimum  score  of 
thirty-seven  for  flavour,  and  may  have  the  follow¬ 
ing  characteristics: — 

“(i)  It  is  slightly  unclean,  or  unclean  in 
flavour,  or  is  slightly  weedy  but  has  no 
French  weed  or  other  pronounced  weedy 
flavours,  or  is  slightly  stale,  or  stale,  or 
slightly  metallic,  or  metallic,  or  slightly 
tallowy,  or  tallowy,  or  sour,  or  is  bitter 
as  a  result  of  pronounced  saltiness  or  other 
causes,  or  has  a  pronounced  woody  or 
other  objectionable  flavour  on  the  surface 
or  in  the  butter:

“(iii)  It  has  free  moisture  or  is  leaky: 

“(iv)  It  is  slightly  mottled,  or  mottled,  in  colour, 
slightly  streaky,  or  streaky,  slightly  un¬ 
even,  or  uneven,  or  has  any  objectionable 
shade  of  colour;  and 
“(v)  The  salt  is  not  all  dissolved. 

“(c)  Canada  Third  Grade  creamery  butter  is 
creamery  butter  that  contains  not  more  than  sixteen 
per  cent  water,  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent  milk- 
fat  and  no  fat  other  than  that  of  milk,  is  not  classed 
as  Below  Canada  Third  Grade  but  has  a  total  score 
of  less  than  eighty-seven  with  a  score  for  flavour 
of  less  than  thirty-seven,  and  may  have  the  follow¬ 
ing  characteristics: — 

“(i)  The  flavour  is  very  stale  or  very  sour  or 
very  tallowy  or  fishy  or  very  unclean, 
very  metallic,  very  yeasty,  very  musty, 
very  cheesy,  or  very  fruity,  or  is  rancid 
or  pronounced  weedy  but  not  French  weed 
or  similar  types  of  flavours,  or  has  other 
objectionable  flavours  on  the  surface  or  in 
the  butter  that  are  too  pronounced  for 
Canada  Second  Grade  butter: 

“(ii)  The  texture  is  very  weak,  or  is  otherwise 
inferior  to  Canada  Second  Grade: 

“(iii)  It  has  a  milky  moisture: 

“(iv)  It  is  very  mottled  in  colour  or  very  streaky 
or  very  uneven;  and 
“(v)  The  salting  is  exceedingly  heavy. 

“(d)  Below  Canada  Third  Grade  creamery  butter 
is  creamery  butter  that  contains  not  more  than 
sixteen  per  cent  water,  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent 
milk-fat  and  no  fat  other  than  that  of  milk,  and 
has  any  of  the  following  characteristics: —

“(v)  It  is  decidedly  rough  in  appearance,  has 
conspicuous  cracks,  or  the  rinds  are 
damaged  from  other  causes  so  as  to  ex¬ 
clude  it  from  Canada  Second  Grade,  but 
not  sufficiently  damaged  to  be  classed 
Below  Canada  Third  Grade;  and 
“(vi)  It  is  otherwise  inferior  to  Canada  Second 
Grade. 

“(d)  Below  Canada  Third  Grade  washed  curd 
Cheddar  cheese  is  cheese  that  contains,  on  a  dry 
basis,  not  less  than  forty-eight  per  cent  milk-fat, 
no  fat  other  than  that  of  milk,  and  has  any  of  the 
following  characteristics: — 

“(i)  Any  very  objectionable  flavour  such  as 
very  sour,  gasoline,  kerosene,  garlic,  or 
French  weed  or  other  strong  weedy 
flavours  comparable  to  French  weed: 

“(ii)  The  texture  is  crumbly  or  very  dry  or  very 
acidic  or  is  leaking: 

“(iii)  It  is  very  porous: 

“(iv)  There  are  white  and  coloured  curds  in  the 
same  cheese,  or  it  has  any  other  very 
objectionable  discoloration  that  is  foreign 
to  the  ordinary  colour  of  Canadian  Ched¬ 
dar  cheese: 

“(v)  It  is  seriously  damaged  by  vermin  or 
otherwise;  and 

“(vi)  It  is  otherwise  inferior  to  Canada  Third 
Grade,  or  foreign  matter  is  found  in  it  by 
the  grader  at  the  time  of  grading. 

“(3)  The  point  scores  referred  to  above  are 
governed  by  the  following  table  of  maximum 
points: —

"  Grading 

“  49.  A  Dairy  Inspector  appointed  under  section 
13o  of  the  Act  may  weigh,  sample,  and  grade  Ched¬ 
dar  cheese  if  the  cheese  was  made  in  a  cheese- 
factory  registered  according  to  section  27  of  the 
Canada  Dairy  Products  Regulations,  and  if  com¬ 
pliance  has  been  made  with  all  regulations  from 
20  to  25,  inclusive,  of  the  said  regulations,  and  he 
may  issue  certificates  according  to  section  26  of  the 
same  regulations. 

“  Consumer  Packages 

“  50.  (1)  Cheddar  cheese  for  consumer  or  retail

“(f)  Not  more  than  0.75  per  cent  by  weight  of 
the  finished  product  of  stabilizer; 
and  shall  contain: — 

“(g)  Not  more  than  five  per  cent  by  weight  of 
milk  solids,  including  milk-fat;  and 
“(h)  Not  less  than  0.35  per  cent  of  acid  deter¬ 
mined  by  titration  and  expressed  as  lactic 
acid. 

“  Marking 

“  67.  ( 1 )  All  packages  of  ice-cream  or  sher¬ 
bet: —
